Tlie cost os haaltng over coun- 
try roads is largely determined 
bji the ■arte of the load that can 
he hauled, die number of trips 
'li.it can be made in a day, and 
lie wear and tear i>n teams and 
• -.lUtpment, according to t It*- Of- 
fice, of Public Road*. Steep 
grades, as well as ruts and mud- 
holes, serve to decrease the speed 
and the load. On the principle 
that a chum is ho stronger than 
its weakest link, the maximum 
load that a team can draw is the 
load that it can draw -up the 
steepest, hill or through the deep- 
est mudhnle on that road. 

Wherever possible roads should 
be located on straight lines be- 
tween terminal points In hilly 
or mountainous country, howev- 
er, i he attempts to keep roads 
straight between terminals often 
leads to the serious error of heavy 
grades. Straight item* and grade 
must, therefore, be handled to 
gel her. The beat location is one 
which is straight iu general di 
feci ion, is free from steep grades, 
is located iiu solid ground, ami 
servo, the largeat possible num 
■her of people. Koads should be 
located for the benefit of the pub 
lie, is well us the, private land- 
owner. 

The elimination of one or two 
steep lulls mi m Hue ot road will 
frequently eimhfe horses to draw 
.three or four lm.t » as much as 

thev could draw on the old road. 
Ii lakes approximately foor 

tunes us much po*t.r to draw 
loads up 10 per cent, grades (Hi 
feet vertical in KM) feet horizon- 
tal) .is on a level ; but on a 4 per 
Cent, or & |»er cent, grade a horse 
cau usually draw (for a short 
time) aa much as lie can draw on 
a level. A 4 per cent, grade is, 
therefore, considered the maxi- 
mum on mads subject to heavy 
hauling. Many steep grades may 
be avoided by locating the road 
around or over tlie*hill — the ban 
die of the bucket is uo louder 
v. ben held iu a horizontal posi- 
tion t hau in a vertical. By {toing 
aruuud we avoid two steep lulls. 

If the ruad must, pass up a 
steep bill or mountaion sides, the 
steepuesa of the grade may be 
decreased by increasing the 
length of the road. In other 
words, eliminate steep grades by 
locating the road on curved or 
zigzag lines, and not in a straight 
line froiu the bottou lo the top 
of the lull. These curves should 
he carefully plotted ami the 
straight stretches located with 
an instrument This improves 
the looks of the road aud does 
not add materially to its cost. 

Iu studying the relation of 
grade to distance the following 
cumulation is interesting : To lift 
a lOfi 1 foot high re. (lines l\»MK» 
to. .1-pound- of energy ; on a road 
the surface of which oilers UNI 
pounds of tractive resistance per 
ton the same energy would roll 
t he ton a borixoutai distance of 
iU feet.
